text in its present form, to the Uiiit- 
ed States senate.

President Wilsoh^s reply to the sen- 
ate resolution asking for the peace 
treaty with Germany will be that it 
is not compatible with the public ir- 
terest to furnish the text at &is 
time. 
This belief was strengthened 


by dispatches today from Paris say- 
ing the American- peace delegation 
apparently is firm in its decision not 
to authorize publication of the trea'ry 
until it is signed.

LIBERAL INFLUENCE BEING FELT. 


I 


NDICATIONS that the world-wide protest against the peace 
treaty is beeginning to have some effect at Paris is indicated 


in the meager news that comes through from the French Capital. 


There is a wide-spread feeling among liberals over the world 


that the treaty is not a guarantee against future wars but a 
cause of future war. So general has this feeling become, even 


. 
in England, that Lloyd George felt it necessary to summon the 
English cabinet to Paris in order to discuss the headway English 
liberals are making in their objection to the treaty. 


The clergy is also beginning to exert its influence against the 


present document. Rev. William Austin Smith, leading Epis- 
copalian clergyman of this country, voices the sentiment of a 


. 
large branch of t he Christian church when he says of the treaty: 


"It is a good peace," so Clemenceau is reported to have 


said. Bismarck made.the same remark on his way home 
from Versailles, so history records, nearly fifty years ago.. 
We see no promise that the present peace will hold for fifty 
years in Europe. Only time can test the diplomatic good- 
ness of treaties. 


.But what shall Christians say about the treaty of peace? 


Diplomatic goodness'and Christian goodness, we have of 
late come to perceive, may not be identical in form and 
matter. When we try to scan the terms of the treaty not 
as Americans or French or English or Italians, but as Chris- 
tian Americans, Christian English or French or Italians, we 
confess to feeling bewildered. We are bewildered because 
we find no promise in the treaty of a new era of peace and 
good will on earth. It is like the treaties of peace which 
the victor in Europe has always forced upon_the prostrate 
foe. 
The nations leave the peace table, bitter, jealous, 


some of them with irreconcilable hatred in their hearts. 
So it has always been. The question is, were Christians 
foolish in supposing- it could be different in this world? Our 
bewilderment is born, perhaps, of foolish hopes, hopes fos- 
tered by some of our President's eloquent utterances, and 
fostered also by the prayers we had said that this be a war 
to end war. Our disappointment is that the peace treaty of 
.1919 cannot end war; militarism is still alive, made neces- 
sary by the very terms of the peace treaty. But the Chris- 
tian will .go on dreaming, praying, hoping that one day

on earth God may bring together the nations to sign a 
\ 
treaty which may-be called the peace of Jerusalem, the peace

of God—a peace over which brothers might without hy- 


\ 
pocrisy or sacrilege repeat our Lord's Prayer.

Christian 


peace. Perhaps they cannot. That is what bewilders those 
^ who hope to build on earth a kingdom of heaven.

On January 29th, the writer published throught the Unit- 


ed Press the following statement: 


"If the terms of the secret treaties are carried out by'the 


Allied governments (and representatives of Great Britain, 
France and Italy have already declared their intention of 
doing so), permanent peace becomes exceedingly improb- 
able; and the conference at Versailles will merely set the 
stage for other conflicts, more terrible than the one recently 
ended. These agreements, some in the form of secret trea- 
ties duly signed and sealed, and others mere 'gentlement's 
agreements,' between the various governments,, dominate 
the situation. While they exist the European representa- 
tives at Versailles are not free agents. They are mere at- 
torneys, pledged .to negotiate for their clients cut and dried 
schedules of annexations and trade redistributions which ' 
have nothing to do with democracy." 


Not primarily for the sake of Germany, but to preserve 


the dignity of the American people who pledged themselves 
to a war to end war, and to, in the words of Mr. Wilson, a 
peace "the very principle of which is equality and a common 
participation in a common benefit," the United States should 
indignantly reject this treaty and demand a separate peace. 
If we do not, history will write us down as a nation of hypo- 
crites. America is as seriously, I think more seriously • 
threatened by the peace treaty than are Germany, Austria
